A THEOSOPHIST—HIS RELATION TO 
HIMSELF AND OTHERS.

A Theosophist has no personal ends to 
serve ; no particular and cherished hobby 
to ride; no special doctrine or belief 
which he wishes to force upon others, or 
which he feels called upon to defend. He 
does not go about seeking whom he may 
find to listen to his particular theories and 
become converted to his peculiar doc- 
trines, for he realizes that the beliefs of 
others, whatever they may be, are as es- 
sential to them as are his own to himself, 
and therefore, in common justice and 
charity, he seeks not to rob them who are 
satisfied with their possession simply to 
experiment with and test his own ideas 
upon them. In fact, to the true Theoso- 
phist, the position and condition of all 
others, whether near and dear to him or 
unknown and distant, is a matter which 
gives him no worry nor anxiety, no joy 
nor sorrow, and scarcely any concern. 
He goes about his daily duties with an 
apparent indifference and carelessness 
which, to the superficial observer of per- 


sons and events, is, to say the least, con- 
fusing if not harrassing. He will occa- 
sionally be heard to say, ‘‘Whatis, is best,” 
yet he is observed to be an industrious 
worker among all classes of men and upon 
almost all lines of action which sway man- 
kind with a definite purpose to effect 
changes and transformations. He will tell 
you that, “Each one has to bear his own 
burdens,” and the next moment he may 
be observed in an effort to assist some one 
who has fallen under a heavy load, 


helping him to rise and journey on; or, 
you, yourself, may be the one to appeal 
to him for assistance to unravel some 
tangle whicb involves your happiness, and 
you are grateful when you thus appeal that 
he cheerfully and willingly aids to the ex- 
tent of his power. You may, from your 
own experience and observation, learn 
that he has refused to do this or that which, 
according to your own and accepted stand- 
ards, he should do, and you may condemn 
as freely in one case as you give praise in 
another, and yet were you to take the 
pains to discover his motive for such a 
course, you might, perhaps, learn that 
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h often appearing cruel, I 
See but a and tends to the de- 
velopment, universality and absolute con- 
sciousness of all the dwellers of limitless 
expanse, the glory of whose dominion 
is the crown of all perfection. He also 
knows that this wisest Law is his defense, 
his buckler and his shield; is the warrior 
that contests and conquers all; is himself 
and all others and all else, inasmuch as all 
are one with it. Resting within this in- 
vincible Refuge, he realizes that calm and 
tranquillity which is a peace that passeth 
expresssion and is unutterable, yet burn- 
ing within the heart of his fathomless 
being. Realizing Its absolute sway over 
all, he is content with what is, not as a final- 
ity, but as a necessary stage of an endless 
becoming with which nothing can possibly 
interfere or retard. Immutable, inexor- 
able, all life is controlled and guided by It. 
His own life he would attune to Its har- 
mony and thus become It in purpose and 
object. He perceives in all sentient and 
inert things, in all that is, the handicraft 
and workmanship of this One over-ruling 
Law which is itself the mandate of the 
Absolute. That Its action is the true and 
unvarying fiat of the Almighty from which 
there is no appeal. That It is the exact 
expression and perfect manifestation of 
that infinite wisdom which transcends 
conditioned conception. Yet, the far- 
therest reach of this royal Servitor of Di- 
vinity is attainable through the potential 
attributes of each expression of Itself, and 
man is thus the heir to an infinite heritage. 
He, and all, are Pilgrims journeying to- 
ward the possessions which, though wrapt 
and concealed within the depths of his 
own inherent nature, are yet evolving a 
destiny commensurate with the Absolute 
Itself. 

In the light of the above, the question 
may arise in the minds of some that, if 
this Law, omniscient, omnipotent and 
omnipresent as it is, works an ultimate 
perfection why need any one, least of all 
a Theosophist who claims knowledge of it, 
scek to aid or assist it? Would not such 
a course savor of presumption and be of 
itself only another expression of that rank 
egotism which would lead him even to ad- 
vise with the gods? 

At first glance it might appear so, but 
let us examine the matter. Suppose in- 
stead of viewing such action in the light 
of assistance to the law and thus settin 
up in the mind the idea of two things, o 
separateness, we recognize ourselves as 


from his standpoint he could not conscien- 
tiously act otherwise. When you are in 
his company, you will most probably re- 
ceive no flattery for what you may have 
done or refrained from doing; but, you 
may experience that which appears an 
affront, if not condemnation, and you 
may leave him somewhat embittered, or 
at least, feeling unpleasantly and not very 
friendly toward him. Now, it the The- 
osophist has been true to himself and to 
your own higher welfare in that he would 
hot cater nor pander to your likes and dis- 
likes or, in a word, to your Personal ego- 
usm, you will perhaps come to know 
sooner or later that he was. true to the 
highest in both himself and yourself, and 
your feeling of resentment may change to 
one of gratitude, for you now perceive 
that your real good was aimed at, rather 
than a politic course persued to gain your 
pate poo ul 

_ But, the Theosophist though appar 
indifferent and careless of iam ea 
and others is, on the contrary, constantly 
on the alert to see and to act. His action 
may exercise upon a different plane than 
the ordinary one, yet it is none the less 
action, intense and ceaseless. He has 
duties which appeal to him with all the 
force and Power of an intensified will to 
realize the higher aspirations of hig own 
soul for the one purpose of becoming best 
fitted to swell by his individual effort that 
on-rolling and wide-sweeping wave of ev- 
olution whose bourne is the Infinite, He 
realizes himself—his Higher Self—as one 
with all this flooding tide. He knows of a 
verity of the being and operation of that 
One Law which is the fiat of the Absolute, 
and which holds all things in its embrace, 
He feels it surge and swell in his EEA 
being, bearing him onward, He sees its 
all-including arm encompass his own little

MATERIALISTIC LIMITATIONS. 
Jams G, Olarko’s Oriticiams of * Studies in 
Paychic Science.” 


REPLY BY HUDSON TUTTLE. 


The lengthy criticism of the poet and 
singer, James G. Clark, in the GOLDEN 
Gare September 7th, is pecu'iir in the 
quickness of judgment which called it 
forth, and had the writer more carefully 
read and thoroughly understood the full 
meaning and intentions of the passages 
quoted, it would not have been possible for 
him to have come to conclusions so utterly 
at variance with the intentions of the 
author. That part which he quotes which 
reveals the secrets of Bunyan’s wonderful 
story of ‘* Pilgrim’s Progress,” and of 
which he speaks in words of unbounded 
praise, is taken from the chapter devoted 
to “ Receptivity and Greatness,” wherein 
unconscious mediumship is illustrated. 
Bunyan is one example, and the great 
leaders of the race in arts, science, war, 
statesmanship, etc., are passed in review. 

Now the passage which he so harshly 
condemned occurs in another chapter, 
that on ‘* Prayer in the Light of Sensitive- 
ness.” Had he quoted in full, the reader 
would have better understood. I will do 
so: ‘* If the makers (of prayer) are sincere, 
the attitude of prayer harmonizes and 
strengthens their faculties and enables 
them to bear with greater fortitude the 
vicissitudes of time; to bear, but not aver? 
impending fate. How many captives 
chained in dungeons have, in imitation of 
the apostle, prayed fervently that their 
chains might fall off and the bars of their 
prison door be drawn aside, and met with 
no response. How many zealous martyrs 
have been led to the stake, praying to 
Jesus for deliverance which came not; 
and Jesus himself in the hour of bis mor- 
tal agony, prayed to the Father to be 
answered by silence, and to find bitterness 
and mockery; a cross and a crown of 
thorns, where he had expected a throne and 
the glittering scepter of the nations.” 

Mr. Clark does not object to the views 
of prayer of which this is an illustration; 
he cannot deny that the last prayer of 
Jesus was met with silence, the point at 
issue and the only one is the mo/ives which 
actuated the Nazarene, and that he did 
not look forward to temporal power. To 
suppose that he did, ‘‘ is grossly material,” 
and ‘‘ absurdly untrue.” Whether it is or 
not, I fail to understand why it rules Jesus 
out of the same category with Bunyan, 
John Brown and the host of other sensi- 
tive sages and martyrs. The closing years 
of Bunyan’s life were anything but a fitting 
commentary on his writings. The most 
sublime receptivity may go hand in hand 
with selfish motives. Washington and 
Napoleon were both receptive, yet how 
differently they employed their faculties. 

But I do not care to argue the many 
side-issues which arise, but for the present 


author of Acts is certain that even David 
preknew the coming of Jesus to sit on his 
throne (it:25, 31). Two of the gospels 
enter into detailed genealogy, one tracing 
his lineage to the house of David, and the 
other more ambitious, extends his ling to 
Adam, so that no one might justly impugn 
the purity of his blood. That such a 
Messiah was already born caused the de- 
struction of babes by Herod, and the 
journey of the wise men. When John the 
Baptist came, men asked, ‘Is not this 
the Messiah ?’” 

Page 75. ‘‘ Jesus came and listened to 
the wild words of John, was converted, 
and after the example of his master, be- 
took himself to the wilderness. He fasted 
and prayed until exhausted nature reacted 
on the merciless spirit. He had a vague 
idea that he was the promised Messiah.” 

This strengthened, and he went forth 
from the wilderness, and gathering a vast 
multitude began to preach. According to 
the narratives of the evangelists, his self- 
assurance rapidly increased, and when at 
length he journeyed to Jerusalem, great 
multitudes followed and met him; wild 
excitement ruled the hour, branches were 
broken from the trees and thrown in his 
path, and the people shouted, ‘‘ Blessed 
be the king that cometh in the name of 
the Lord! Hosanna to the son of David!” 
It was under this stimulus that he drove 
out the money changers from the temple, 
and overturned the tablets of those who 
sold doves and talked as God's special 
representatives. , If he spake as recorded, 
the priests were. justified in securing him. 
They did what good magistrates are bound 
by oath to do, He set himself deter- 
minately against the laws and usages of 
society, and by allowing himself to be ad- 
dressed as King, exposed to sedition and 
violence. 

Jesus had promulgated truth with all the 
ardor and impetuosity of an enthusiast, 
and met rude contumely and rebuke from 
the authorities. He had gathered around 
him only the lowest people. He had 
made his trial entrance into the city, and 
emphatically the ruling powers knew him 
not. He had given them a mortal offense 
and well knew that only by his life could 
he make atonement. He could say to his 
trembling followers: ‘‘ Thinkest thou that 
I cannot now pray to my Father, and he 
be shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of Angels?” (Matt. xxvi:5 3) 
even after the unavailing prayer at Geth- 
semane. When Christ was seized, his

A New Civilization.

There is an anticipation by the friends 
of progress, of the nearness of a higher 
evolution in the civilization of man. 
Whether that is the outgrowth of a mere 
desire on their part, or whether ıt is based 
upon the laws of advancement, is not 
clear. It not frequently happens that en- 
thusiastic advocates of reform and a higher 
morality, and who evidently believe in a 
better time coming, turn square about to 
tell us the world is constantly growing 
worse instead of better. And, not only 
that, they are sometimes able to clinch 
that assertion by statistics drawn from some 
parts of the country in support of it. 

A better understanding of the laws 
which govern race development is needed 
before we can forecast the future with any- 
thing approaching certainty. It may be 
difficult for some to admit the existence of 
any law less material than that which con- 
sists in the abrasion of the parts and par- 
ticles of society upon each other. While 
it is true that man acts and is acted upon 
by his fellow men in a beneficial manner, 
within certain limits, that can hardly be 
considered as the whole process of the law 
of progress. May we not also admit with it 
the supposition that man’s spiritual nature 
is largely acted upon by the magnetic con- 
ditions which surround the earth ? Any 
great disturbance of these conditions can 
scarcely fail to have some influence upon 
human development, while it is probable 
that they are felt in direct proportion to 
the degree of magnetic force, or variation; 
thatis, as the magnetic tendency is toward 
harmony, peace and good-will, will the 
more naturally spring up in the hearts of 
the people; while, as it recedes toward the 
opposite extreme, selfishness with its man- 
ifold evils will be likewise manifested. 

Of the ultimate future of the human 
race there cannot be the least doubt, but 
the near future is involved in some ob- 
scurity. Tf civilization is simply and con- 
stantly progressive, then all is clear sailing 
before us; 1f it is complicated and unda- 
lating in its forward movement, there still 
need be no great alarm, for periods of 
depression will soon give way to those of 
still greater advancement; but if the pro- 


disciples dispersed, and the silence of two 
of the narratives leads to the inference 
that they had not assembled at the time of 
the crucifixion. They all ardently be- 
lieved in the temporal reign of the Master,

consideration. 

While the real action of law in the 
present case continues to be largely a mat- 
ter of conjecture, the practical question 
which presents itself to the minds of all 
who would do the greatest good to hu- 
manity, whether it be toward inaugurating 
a new civilization or arresting the decay of 
the present one is, How may society be 
the most powerfully acted upon toward ele- 
vating its conditions? 

A brief glance at the constitution of 
society may aid us in determining a con- 
clusion. Leaving out all consideration of 
the idle, the destitute, the incompetent, 
and the vicious, which form the lowest 
order of society, it is necessary to direct 
especial attention to the mental condition 
of the class nextabove them. Asa body, 
they constitute the majority af the people. 
They are those whose time is entirely taken 
up within the narrow limit of their occu- 
pations. The necessity of supporting 
themselves and families, or the securing 
of a competency for old age, compels them 
to arduous and unceasing labor, The 
fatigue of the day drives away all desire 
for intellectual thought in the evening, 
and whatever thinking is done is naturally 
upon the ordinary affairs of life, or the 
demands of business. As some one has 
aptly said of them, ‘‘ They toil that they 
may live, and live that they may toil.” 
Next above them is the small class which 
compose the world’s thinkers. While a 
few may be found scattered through all of 
the conditions of life, as a class they occu- 
py an intermediate position between its 
great extremes. The demands of labor 
do not press upon them with sufficient 
force to exclude the opportunities for 
study and inquiry into the great truths and 
operations of nature; and, upon the other 
hand, their minds are too philosophic and 
eager in the pursuit of knowledge, to 
dwarf their natures in bending all their 
energies for th: ‘‘ wealth that perisheth.” 
Above all others are the few who are the

When I started in the profession for my-

This Company possesses 20,000 acres of the 
richest alluvial land lying along the Bay of San 
Francisco, from Alvarado to Alviso, in Alameda 
county, and Mountain View, in Santa Clara 
county, a distance of twenty-two miles, embra- 
cing all the waterways and water-front along this 
Bay shore-line.

assist his fellows to perceive the verity, 
the principle, the Being which underlies 
all external manifestation, is but the oper- 
ation of the One Law revealing Itself 
through Itself; in other words, the man 
having become the Law is, of necessity, 
the Law of all others and of all else, for 
there is but ove Law and It is absolutely 
Itself at all times and under all circum- 
stances. 

To the one who thus perceives the Law 
acting upon its own plane, and to the exact 
extent he perceives, will absolute justice in 
all conditions be seen to prevail, and it will 
appear to him quite impossible for any 
other state of affairs to be. Applying this 
to man, he who perceives the true action 
of Law will not be either overjoyed at any 
seeming great good or dismayed at any 
apparent dire evil, which may visit his 
fellows, for he realizes that all works to- 
ward a common goal which is a common 
good. The extreme suffering and distress 
which befall mankind is but one phase of 
the same kind, just and inexorable Law 
which, in another phase yields great joy 
and pleasure, and both are blessings which

of whatever nature, which is his own by 
virtue of his past experience, his present 
condition and his future needs and possi- 
bilities. The Law, which is the executor of 
an superhuman intelligence, acting entirely 
for man’s greatest good, causes him to pro- 
ceed apparently of his own volition ona 
certain line along which lie the supplies of 
his unfolding nature. Every one alike pro- 
ceeds in this wise. Not only does that which 
belongs to a man inevitably come to him, 
but it can on/y come at the right time and 
remain with him for only the necessary 
length of time, and his own condition and 
needs determine its coming and its going. 

Now, at this point another phase of the 
question may arise: In the light of the 
above, if all things are well and as they 
should be, why is any effort of any kind 
made by Theosophists in the way of pub- 


necessary for one to accept any or all of 
these. To many, these Truths are inno- 
vations, new and startling, and quite im- 
possible to be comprehended at once. 
But, the claim is advanced that they are 
Truths pertaining to the spiritual nature 
which, sooner or later, will evolve in the 
mind of the faithful student. To others, 
these Truths are as cooling draughts to 
parched and swollen lips, and afford a 
rational solution to many otherwise un- 
solvable problems of life. p 

The one essential qualification neces- 
sary to be possessed by one who would 
be a Theosophist, is that he accept and 
work for the principle of Universal Brother- 
hood which, in its practical operation, 
looks to the greatest good of Humanity 
without distinction of race, creed, Sex, 
cast of color. A mere belief in this prin- 


lishing books, issuing magazines, holding 
meetings, and other works of propaganda 
undertaken collectively and individually ? 

The Theosophist answers that, while he 
has neither time nor disposition to argue 
in an attempt to make converts to his own 
doctrines, and positively refuses to attempt 
to unsettle others in their cherished beliefs, 
that there area great and growing number 
of all creeds who, like himself perhaps, have 
exhausted the resources of the old interpret- 


inevitably tend to evolve higher states. 
Therefore, instead of one allowing them- 
selves to be wrought into either great joy 
or deep distress upon the occurrence of 
any event whatever, he should remain 
calm and tranquil under all circumstances. 
Thus does he still more consciously be- 
come the Law by acting as It does, im- 
personally and impartially. 

Practically applying this principle in the 
ordinary affairs of life wherein man’s rela- 
tion to his fellows is of daily and hourly 
occurrence, it may assume somewhat this 
aspect as influencing his action. We 
should sympathize with those who suffer 
and assist them to the full extent of our 
power, not by blaming some one or some- 
thing else, men, or devils, or gods; but, 
rather endeavor to show them themselves, 
and that in themselves—their Higher 
Selves—deliverance lies. That ultimate 
escape from trial, suffering, sorrow, mis- 
ery, there is none by flight, but rather by 
bravely facing and overcoming, and thus 
developing that inner and true strength 
which inheres potential in every one. 
That as they now suffer poignant grief, so 
must they themselves overcome by self- 
exertion and mastery. To attempt to 
escape, to avoid, to compromise, is but to 
deceive themselves and only lengthens and 
intensifies their present pain, does not free 
them from it. That their first duty is to 
call upon and exercise that self-control 
which is evidence of true strength and 
which they possess if they but will it. 
That this very trial and suffering is for the 
express purpose of evolving their real being 
which they, as yet, scarcely know of. 
That as they zow act, so will their future 
be, for thus is our destiny vested in our- 
selves. Assure them that there is no de- 
mand existing but has its supply ever ready 
to meet and fulfill. That an honest and 
conscientious performance of the ever 
present duty is the only key to real growth, 
true happiness and sure advance. Zhat 
the ever presint duty ts that one, no matter 
how insignificant it may appear, which ap- 
peals for performance on the instant, and 
may not be put aside nor supplanted by 
aught else, In the true light, there is no 
small nor great, no bigh nor low, and no 
one thing may take precedence over, or 
supercede another if that other first de- 
mands attention. It is not alone what 
one does, but ow one performs, that con- 
stitutes the worth and merit of action. 
The principle of the widow’s mite holds 
good overall, When one doesa// he can, 
though it be the smallest thing, yet it as 
as much as the greatest in real merit, and 
counts as such in that life. Fierce con- 
tests often rage in silence and obscurity. 
In the’ conscious performance of present 
duty, comes light and illumination, prep- 
aration and strength mete for the next. A 
common error is the putting aside of a 
present task for one more congenial and 
suited to the taste—a fatal mistake and 
one fraught with sorrow and suffering, for 
only by cheerfully accepting each duty of 
life as it reveals itself, is safety, present 
and future. By this course is true strength 
developed and conscious Being evolved. 

The Theosophist has neither time nor 
disposition to engage in argument or con- 
troversy with a view of proselyting and 
gaining conyerts to his own beliefs, nor 
are his efforts directed to the end of com- 
batting others’ beliefs. He would not rob 
nor despoil others of their possessions 
either material or spiritual. What satisfies 
them, he recognizes their inalienable right 
to, the right born of possession. An at- 
tempt upon his part to deprive them of it, 
would be arrant injustice and productive 
of much discord. As long as one is con- 
tented with their possession, whatever it 
may be, they are receiving the lesson of 
life, “heir lesson, not the lesson of some 
one else, and to interfere with their oppor- 
tunity would benefit neither party, but on 
the contrary, would work discomfiture to 
both. This is the reason why men cling 
so tenaciously to their religious beliefs, 
oppose most strenuously all efforts of inter- 
ference, and are apt to regard all other 
beliefs wrong. From their standpoint such 
a course appears right; but, in the clearer 
light of justice, all men are equally entitled 
to their respective beliefs, and strict toler- 
ation should be exercised toward all in the 
practice of them. This principle of toler- 


ations of Truth, and are now earnestly 
searching for clearer and more compre- 
hensive conceptions of the same Truth; 
that a great number are floating restlessly 
about in a sea of doubt and uncertainty, 
anxiously looking for more light upon the 
problems of life, urged incessantly on by 
impulses of their own evolving being, 
knowing no rest, no refuge. The Theos- 
ophist perceives this great number of dis- 
satisfied ones, and recognizes their condi- 
tion and demands as a reflection of his 
own state, for he is himself constantly 
searching for more light. ‘The needs of 
this vast number are real and true, and 
necessitate supply. The Theosophist would 
assist all these as he expects and receives 
help from those still further on the way; 
and he also knows that only as he en- 
deavors to elevate and assist all who appeal 
to him, does his own progress take place; 
all efforts are made with the view of help- 
ing others help themselves. A number 
who have come into more or less Theo- 
sophic knowledge, instead of using that 
knowledge to aid some one else and by 
that means progress themselves, are still 
looking to and depending upon others and 
thereby retarding their own growth. It is 
only by self-exertion, study, self-analysis 
and setting one’s self to probing the depths 
of their own nature, and thus gaining a 
knowledge of self; by weeding out the 
lower, baser part, actuated by a motive to 
expend the life and best energies in un- 
tiring efforts to assist and elevate all men, 
that individual illumination comes to one; 
nor, is it attainable by other means. 

A Theosophist will not dictate to an- 
other, nor outline another’s course of 
action. Each one must discern his own 
duty and work, and earnestly strive to 
perform it. While each one can only at- 
tain through his own individual efforts, 
yet, all true Theosophists cherish warm 
sympathy and hold out hearty encourage- 
ment to all who struggle to master their 
lower nature, and labor in the great cause 
of Humanity, no matter by what name 
they choose to call themselves, 

Now, while no time is given to argument, 
no justification advanced for his position, 
the Theosophist has a great deal of time 
to expend for those whom he can assist. 
Therefore, exist books, magazines, meet- 
ings, and collective and individual work 
along many lines. Theosophical Branches 
are formed, libraries collected for the free 
use of those who desire to inform them- 
selves. These and all other means are 
utilized to the extent available, and solely 
in the interest of those who feel the need 
of them and who, of their own accord, 
avail themselyes of the opportunities 
offered. With those who are satisfied with 
their lot, a Theosophist has nothing to do 
except to extend to them his best thoughts 
for their happiness and attainment along 
their chosen lines. If a time should ever 
arrive in their experience when they sball 
feel discontent and desire another and 
larger field and make a choice of his, the 
Theosophist will welcome them. 

A Theosophist, last of all, arrogates to 
himself judgment of others. Realizing to 
a faint degree the mysteries of his own 
nature, the lights and shades, the compli- 
cations and almost infinite variety of active 
and dormant attributes which constitute 


his being, he feels less than ever compe- 
tent to pass judgment either of praise or 
blame upon his fellows.
